It would be difficult to find a 
better 
sum m ary 
of 
Germ any 's 
desperate straits than is given by 
Dr. Rudold Semmlcr, Nazi propa 
gandist, who declares that ‘‘never 
in our history have we been in 
such a grave 
situation. 
Never 
have we stood so totally alone.” 
The fresh successes of the A1 
lies on both the western and east 
ern fronts places them in position 
for the final surge w hich will carry 
them into the heart of the ReRich. 
In the west we are up against the 
last 
great 
natural 
barrier—the 
Rhine. 
In the east the powerful 
Russian thrust almost to the gates 
of B erlin’s port of Stettin safe­ 
guards the Red northern flank and 
paves the way lor the offensive to 
end all offensives. 
Hitlerdom is about to collect the 
full wages of sin—and Dr. Semm- 
ler shows that he knows full well 
w hat that is. 
This doesn't mean 
the 
Allies 
haven’t tough fighting ahead of 
them. 
The indications are that 
they have. 
Semmler say s—and 
I believe correctly —that the “G er­ 
man command is preserving the 
highest possible num ber of troops 
for the decisive battle.” 
Nazi Field Marshal von Rund- 
stedt appears to have succeeded 
in getting a very large num ber of 
his first class troops across to the 
east side of the Rhine. 
Many of 
the men he left to fight a rear­ 
guard action have 
been 
third- 
class, although he assigned first- 
line forces to the defense of the 
strategic bridgeheads. 
This means he may be able to 
put up a stiff fight when General 
Eisenhower puts his forces over 
the Rhine for the drive to meet 
the Russians in Berlin. 
Don’t let 
any one tell y ou the crossing won't 
be tough, for it bids fair to be one 
of the m ajor amphibious operations 
of the w ar—carried in part by nav­ 
al units. 
This wide 
and 
deep 
river, with its cross-currents, is 
a formidable obstacle, especially 
with strong enemy forces guard­ 
ing the east bank. 
However, we 
shall get across. 
We may be sure 
that the plans for this great ad­ 
venture long have been completed 
and that much of the equipm ent is 
close at hand. 
The Germans won't know’—and 
most certainly we stay -at-hom es 
won't know—when or w here the 
crossings are ti be attem pted until 
General Ike suddenly rushes his 
equipm ent and troops to the chosen 
spots and makes w hirlwind prep­ 
arations for the assault. 
It’s a 
fair guess, however, that he will 
m ake crossings in several places 
W hile he mgiht essay 
this 
new 
drive very soon, the signs are that 
he will m ake a considerable pause 
to get fully set. 
Supreme H eadquarters announc­ 
ed that the Allies 
are 
making 
“good progress" in knocking out 
enemy bridgeheads west of the 
Rhine. 
The battle for the great 
Prussian city of Cologne—sy mbol 
of Germ an militarism- seems to 
be about finished through lack of 
Nazi resistance. 
This is a pleasant surprise, for 
the Hitlerites had been expected 
to put up a stiff fight to hold this 
prize, both for its moral effect 
and to protect the huge Hohenzol- 
lem bridge 
across 
the 
Rhine.
